The Board of Governors of the American 
Numismatic Association recently expressed 
unanimous support of a Membership 
Committee resolution that member clubs 
of the ANA be once again considered for 
life membership in the Association. Such 
membership status for clubs has not been 
available for a number of years. 

Currently seven clubs enjoy such 


membership starting with the New York 
Numismatic Club holding Life Membership 
number 10. The New York Numismatic Club 
was awarded regular member in 1912 and 
life membership was granted in 1923. The 
other clubs are: Detroit Coin Club, LM 23; 
Western Reserve Numismatic Club, LM 32; 
Numismatic and Antiquarian Society of 
Philadelphia, LM 33: Omaha Coin Club, LM 


36; Western Pennsyivania Numismatic 
Society, LM 39; and the Chicago Coin 
Club, LM 60. One library, the Omaha 
Public Library and custodians of the 
famous Byron Reed Collection, holds a 
life membership in ANA. They are number 
30. 

In approving the recommendation of 
the membership committee, the board 
authorized a life membership fee of 
$500 for clubs up until March 31, 1973, 
at which time the fee will set at a standard 
$1000. Clubs will have until March 31 to 
take advantage of the discounted fee set 
up to encourage their becoming life 
members at an early date. 

Funds from life membership dues, as 
with those of individual life members, will 
be set into a special fund, the interest 
from which will be used to pay their dues 
annually. 

Those clubs that are life members 
currently shall be assigned a Life Club 
(LC) number starting with number 1 in 
order of seniority. The New York Numis- 
matic Club becoming LC-1 in the American 
Numismatic Association. 

This action by the Board of Governors 
makes it possible for active numismatic 
clubs to perpetuate their support of the 
ANA and guarantee continuous member-

HOW TO WIN 


By Norman W. Williams (C-71167) 


This short article is written for collectors, 
new or experienced, who have never been 
successful with competitive displays at local 
or national coin shows. Follow these sug- 
gestions and watch your fortunes change 
for the better. 


Firstly, make up your mind you not only 
can, but will win a ribbon. A novice often 
despairs at attempting to compete with 
more experienced winners. This is a nega-. 
tive attitude, so think positively and set out 
to find why the same people win over and 
over again. 


- At the next show examine the winning 
displays closely. You will generally be able 
to see that they are very neat, have eye- 
appeal and tell a concise story about the 
items they display. Also examine the 
non-winning displays — chances are the 
differences will be quite obvious. The most 
common fault is a lack of numismatic in- 
formation; the most inexcusable fault is a 
lack of neatness. 

Secondly, obtain a set of Display Cate- 
gories and Judging Rules. Judges are 
often confronted with displays that will not 
fall properly within the categories set for 
competition. There can be no excuse for

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W.P.N.S. LIBRARY 


CONS IDERATIONS 


1. Constitutionality. The constitution does not define the library 
except as to purpose (which, in the opinion of some members, has not been 
attained in many years). 


_ Both majority and minority opinions do define "library" but conflict 


as to content. Neither recommends the elimination of the library. 


Therefore, the issue of constitutionality is believed to be irrelevent 
and certainly no change is required. 


2. Content. See majority opinion attached. The minority report is 
understood to advocate retaining, adding to, and cataloguing the unrelated 
material as well as the related material and making it more accessible to the 
membership. However, no practical method is advanced for accomplishing it. 

No written minority recommendation has been submitted that we know of. Exper- 
ience indicates that it will not be done but if it is, little useful purpose 
will be accomplished. 


3. Bylaws. Article II, paragraph 5, first sentence reads: "The 
Curator shall have charge of all coin, books etc., belonging to the Society, 


and shall keep a correct catalogue of the same." (underlining added) 


In recent years, the library as it is now constituted is believed to 
have suffered from benign neglect and the “correct catalogue" has either not 
been maintained or has not been distributed to members partly because of the 
large volume of unrelated material which is duplicated and is more accessible 
in private and museum libraries. 


THE ISSUE 


The issue is whether or not the Society will continue to maintain an 
inconvenient, disorderly hoard of material which is not being effectively used, 
is not completely catalogued, and which can consume Society funds for binding -- 
when it could be converted to cash for worthwhile projects such as forestalling 
a possible dues increase, speakers expenses or gifts, the Allegheny County 
Numismatic Items effort, or the forthcoming Society Centennial needs. 


MOTION 


It is therefore moved that the recommendation of the majority of the 
Special Library Committee, or a modification of that recommendation, be 
implemented during the next year and that progress reports be presented at 
each monthly meeting until it is accomplished. 


June 6, °1972 


The regular business meeting of the W.P.N.S. was 
called to order at 8:20PM. The minutes of the May meeting 
were accepted as read.

Tosh. The motion carried by a vote of thirteen to four. 
Acknowledgement of fine work and service to the society was 
made in the form of a motion in behalf of Mr. Hunter's 
efforts on the Library Committee and Allegheny County Pro- 
ject; and also for Mr. David Davis for work as Secretary- 
treasurer, Vice-president and Chairman of various social 
events.

It was hoped that recatloguing would produce an order which 
would allow meaningful listing and perhaps point out on hand 
material within specific fields of member interest. The 
membership would then be better able to evaluate our library 
and direct its future. 

A close look at the material on hand is required to save 
references to the society and its members for the Archives. 
Recataloguing was necessary to allow handling of additions 

to the library. 

The personal enjoyment of looking through our library material. 
The personal benefit of expanding my knowledge of information 
handling to prepare for the approaching wholly new world of. 


electronic information processing and disbursement.

The results of the recataloguing thus far are as follows: 

1. 326 items have been accessed, inserted within groups 
(Periodicals, Bound Volumes, Fixed Lists, Monographs, 
Auctions, and Recordings) for future listing. These items 
are to some extent referenced within subject categories. 
Approximately 1,000 cards have been added to our index 
file. 

2. An initial list of available periodicals was distributed 
to the membership. (A list of bound volumes has been 
available for some time.) 

3. Member interest has not been significantly generated. 

4. The curators time was directed towards recataloguing and 
away from such things as the Allegheny County Numismatic 
Survey. 

5. Some references to the Society, Members and Allegheny County 
Numismatics have been catalogued. 

In addition, I can also report, the addition of magnetic recordings 
of member meeting presentations, a few additions to the Allegheny County 
Survey, the return of a long lost volume, and the injection of a little 
spice in our regular meetings.

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Ricketts’ Circus in Lancaster 
By WILLIAM FREDERIC WORNER 


. 
OHN BILL RICKETTS, a Scotch equestrian, who had learned many of | 
his astounding acts when he was associated with the Blackfriars’ Bridge 
circus, London, came to Philadelphia in 1792, and erected a building for t 
a riding school at the south-west corner of Twelfth and Market streets. His 
success as a riding-master was such that he soon tore down this structure and 
built a larger one, fitted up as a circus. This was opened to the public April 
12th, 1793. General Washington attended a performance here on April 22nd, 
of the same year. Two years later, on account of his popularity, he built an 9 
amphitheatre, with a seating capacity of 1,400, at the corner of Sixth and | 
Chestnut streets, which was opened to the public on October 19th, 1795. In 
this building Ricketts did many daring feats, one of which was that of riding 
two horses at full speed with each foot on a quart cup resting, unfastened, on © 
each saddle. The circus proved very popular, and the proprietor greatly pros- ' 
pered. A fire, however, on December 17th, 1799, destroyed the building, and 
Ricketts was financially ruined, his loss being over $20,000.00—a large sum 
for those days. Until that time this was the most disastrous fire that had 
visited Philadelphia. The unfortunate showman, discouraged, shortly after re- 
turned to England. 


. It was during his very successful circus performances in- Philadelphia, 
that Ricketts gave similar exhibitions in Lancaster. The Lancaster Journal 
o¥ Saturday, July 22nd, 1797, contained an announcement that “Mr. Ricketts 
is erecting a temporary circus on the lot directly back of Mr. Wilson’s tavern, 
at the south end of the town.” The “New Amphitheatre,” as it was styled 
in the advertisement, was to be opened in the course of the ensuing week, 
with a grand display of horsemanship, tumbling, etc. The acts were fully 
described in the hand bills of the day, not one of which, so far as I have 
been able to learn, has survived the wreck of time. 


The “new circus” was opened to the public on Saturday, July 29th, 1797. 
A building. probably erected of wood, was located back of Robert Wilson’s 
tavern. This tavern stood in the third block of South Queen street on the 
west side. It was located on the third lot south of Farnum street, and is 
numbered 560 on the Hamilton plan. The lot measured 64 feet 4%4 inches on = 
South Queen street and extended in depth 252 feet to a 14 foot alley. The 
Lancaster Journal, of July 29th, 1797, stated that the performance would in- = 
clude the following acts: 


1. Horsemanship, by Master Franklin, who will perform several surprising 
feats, never attempted by any of his age. : | 
2. Mr. Ricketts will ride in full speed and pick up a watch from the ground, 
blindfolded. | 
3. Still vaulting and curious equilibriums by Mr. Ricketts, Mr. Franklin, Mr. 
Tomlinson, Master Franklin and Master Hutchins. 
4. Comic feats of horsemanship, by Mr. Franklin (the clown). 
5. A string of flip flaps across the circle, by Mr. Ricketts. 
6. Mr, Ricketts and Mr. Tomlinson will vault over each other’s heads, on a 
single horse, going full speed. 
7. Ground and lofty tumbling. 
8. The wonderful sagacity of horses will be shown by their lying down, sitting 


Up, ete, etc: 
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It was also stated that there were “many other surprising feats of horse- 
manship, too numerous to mention” in the advertisement. The performance 
concluded with an act entitled “The Taylor's Disaster,” by Mrs. Tomlinson. 


The doors, for the first performance only, were opened at one o'clock in 
order to accommodate people residing in the cotintry. The show started pre- 
cisely at two. The doors for the evening performance, which was a repetition 
of that in the afternoon, opened at 4:30 and the show commenced precisely 
at.5:30. The price of admission was one dollar for a box seat, and fifty cents 
for a seat in the pit. Performances were given on Tuesdays, Thursdays and 
Saturdays. The advertisement stated that the amusements would be varied 


each evening, ; 

In addition to entertaining the public with the circus on three days out 
of every week, the management advertised that ladies and gentlemen would 
be “instructed in the polite art of riding, and managing their horses, either 
for the road or field: and horses of every denomination broke.” 

The Lancaster Journal of Saturday, August 19th, 1797, informed the pub- 
lic that “for the benefit of Master Franklin” one of the actors, Ricketts’ new 
circus would open on that day at two, and the show commence precisely at 
three o’clock. Mr. Ricketts’ benefit was to be held on Monday next, when the 
performance would be more splendid than any that had been given in Lan- 
caster. The following Saturday, August 26th, for the benefit of Mr. Franklin 
(clown to the horsemanship) and son, the greatest exertions were made to 
render the entertainment particularly interesting. ae 

The last performance of Ricketts’ circus in Lancaster,—“for the benefit 
of Mr. Tomlinson,” another actor—was given on Saturday, September 2nd, 
1797, The Lancaster Journal of this date informed the public that the build- 
ing occupied by the circus during its stay ‘in Lancaster, which had been ad- 
vertised for sale on this day, had been disposed of by private contract. 

It is a pleasure to state that Mr. Ricketts gave several benefits while he 
was in Philadelphia, for a fuel fund for the needy, and that during the more 
than a century and a quarter that have elapsed since then, this fine charity 
has continued its noble ministry of service to the worthy poor of that city. 
Surely, this generous benefactor deserved a better fate than that which befell 


him! 


Music in Trinity Church Steeple 
By WILLIAM FREDERIC WORNER 


HE LANCASTER JOURNAL of Tuesday, August Ist, 1809, contained an 
announcement stating that “Mr. Gaetano Carusi, master of Italian music, 
with three sons, the eldest aged 13 and the youngest 9, are in Lancaster, 

waiting for public patronage. The lovers of fine music will now have an op- 
portunity of deriving exquisite pleasure from the performance of the best 
composition, by the hand of a first-rate master. His sons are, indeed, prodi- 
gies in the delightful art. The gentlemen of the lodge [No. 43, Free and Ac- 
cepted Masons] have granted Mr. Carusi their fine room over the market- 
house [Masonic Hall, 13 West King street. The original building, erected 
in 1798, is still standing in 1928], for to-morrow night, and it is sincerely hoped 
that the ladies and gentlemen of Lancaster will, on this occasion, give Mr. 
Carusi the encouragement he so justly merits. The price of admission will 
be only half a dollar a ticket.” ; 

Shortly after their arrival in Lancaster, Mr. Carusi and his three sons 

played before the home of Simon Synder. At that time Mr. Snyder was the 
governor of Pennsylvania, and Lancaster borough was the capital.

REPORT OF DUES COMMITTEE 


On November 2nd 1971 the President appointed the undersigned 
as a committee of two to investigate the desirability of changing 
Article IV, Paragraph 1 of the Bylaws of the Society to provide 
for an increase in annual dues and possibly an increase in inite 


lation dues and to make a recommendation for the consideration of 


the Society. 
The committee recommends that no change be made at this time. 


Article IV, Par.1 now reads in part: "The Initiation Fee 
Shall be two ($2.00) dollars, payable with application for member~ 
ship, and the dues shall be one ($1.00) dollar per annum payable 
in advance." The remainder of par 1 relates to suspension and is 
not a part of this consideration. 


The Committee considered the following factors; 


{. Normal financial needs of the Society. These are restricted 
almost entirely to postage. Measures have recently been taken to 
reduce this expense to a minimum. Other normal costs are annual 
program preparation, periodic reprinting of constitution and by- 
laws usually restricted to every 5 years. 


2. Abnormal financial needs of the society. These take several 
forms: Annual dinner meeting, Spring social, expenses of speakers 


and guests and Carnegie Institute membership. Zxcept for the last 
ite these are supported by assesments to those who attend. 


3. Sources of income. In the past these have been Initiation 


‘fees, dues, gratuities, overruns from assesments mentioned above, 


auctions, and medal sales. The last two items have not been used 
in recent years. 


4, Tradition and custom of maintaining the dues. specified in 
the original bylaws. Membership has been considered by some as an 
honor with the dues being merely a token payment. Practicaily all 
active members have donated money when an unavoidable cricis has 
occurred, 


5. Past practice of considering each significant expenditure 
on its own merits thereby sustaining financial planning and control. 
When unusual situations arise special measures have been taken to 
raise the money required. This has happened but twice in the last 
15 years. 


6. Recent inaction on the part of the officers to collect 
dues owed but not paid. While this may not be much, and may be 
offset by prepaid dues, it does not excuse the lack of interest in 
collecting this income. 


7. Possible financial requirements in connection with the 
Society's centennial or in preparation for it. This is a matter 
requiring concerted study and planning and which probably could not 
be taken care of by a modest dues increase anyway. After goals and 
objectives and schedules have been set (measures not yet taken appar= 
ently because of lack of interest) other measures such as a fund 
raising campaign, special assesment, auctions, medal sale ete. should 
be considered. 


8. Recent inaction on the part of the officers to auction or 
sell unused library material. This action was authorized several 
months ago and has not yet been implimented. 


9. Recent inaction on the part of the officers to auction or 
sell material donated to the Society for that purpose. This mater. 
ial, while of relatively small value, has apparently been ignored 
for a number of years. 


10. Reasons indicated for increasing dues. Honoraria for 
speakers and guests, speaker's expenses other than hotel, gifts, etc. 
have been considered by the society on a number of occasions and 
have been voted down. 


11. The Society's Allegheny County numismatic project financial 
requirements. While these could be considerable, no study has been 
made as to their magnitude and no plan has been proposed. 


12. There are apparently no other compelling reasons for a 
dues increase at this time, 


13. Lack of a financial plan for use of present moneys and lack 
of estimates of income and requirements for the future. 


14. The present bank balances of the Society. These appear to 
be sufficient for the forseeable future. 


The committee feels that continued financial control is requir- 
ed, that raising the dues at this time is not warrented and to.do so 
would: tend to weakéen-that tontrol. 


As long as custom and tradition, strong assets of the Society, 
do not weaken the organization, it is felt that: they should be main- 
tained. . 


For many years the Society has resisted the "tax and spend" 
tendency and in recent years has at least twice voted down such 
proposals, 


In view of these considerations the committee recommends that 
no changes in dues or initiation fees be made at this time.

After having, with the appointed members of the special 
committee , examined the relevance and past history of our library, 
I have come to the following conclusions.

5). Correspondence. 

6). Bulk copies of programs, constitution and bylaws, 
medal histories, etc. 


However, I see no reason for a crash program to dispose of 
the materials now available. Rather, I beleive that we can now, thanks 
to the committee findings, set guidelines for myself, future Curators, 
and interested members. 


2. I beleive the Cabinet and Library beyond the maintainence of archives, 
(hereinafter called Library), should strive to maintain only a 
contemporary relevance. 


a. It should at this time be limited in size to the two cabinets 
that we now have. 

b. It should be used to facilitate and back contemporary projects 
and interests of the Society and/or its members.e.i. housing 
materials relevant to these projects and interests. 


The curator should have the authority, with general membership 
approval, to dispose of materials in order to purchase items toward this 
goal. The Curator would still retain his function of maintaining, 


cataloging, listing, and presenting The Library and The Archives to the 
members. 


This may sound ambitious, however cataloging of most items is 
completed. Lists will soon be available. We now have a project initiated 
by the membership, which can be adequately housed and should be developed 
via our Library. Further, you Glenn have taken the initiative to begin 
disposing of irrelevant items.

MY 1804 DOLLAR 
A paper presented to the Western Pennsylvania 


Numismatics Society, April 7, 1970

So much smoke and speculation has surrounded studies, speeches, 
sales and books on the United States silver dollar dated 1804, I suspect 
just about everyone knows something about "The King of American Coins". 
There has been so much interest, attention, and argument, in fact, that 
many may not know that there was a genuine, official, silver dollar issue 
of and in 1804, that served the sunodes for which it was intended, and which 


has a most unusual pedigree -- but it was not a United States coin. 


It was the combination dollar of the Government and the Bank of 
England (Figure 1). It bears the date 1804 and the word "dollar" -- spelled 
out. It is of fine silver. I know of no other piece in numismatics that has 


all of the following unusual attributes: 


- It started out as a different coin entirely -- even from 


a different nation. 
- It was struck over a captured coin. 


- It was the first coin to have the impress of the government 


-on one side and that of a private enterprise on the other. 


ee 


- It was the first piece whose inscriptions on one 


side were in Latin and on the other in English. 


- It was struck by neither the government nor the 
enterprise but by a private individual commis- 


sioned by both. 


- It was conterfeited in large numbers only days after 


it was issued. 


- Within seven years it had a different official value 


(greater by 10%) than that stamped in the coin. 


- It ended up nine years later with yet another official 


value equal only to its metal content. 
BACKGROUND 


The story of the English five shilling dollar of 1804 begins several 
years earlier. From as far back as 1789, England and France were only inter- 
mittently at peace. Spain had been an enemy for ten years before that. England 
had poured a great deal of her wealth into these wars and the end was not yet in 
sight. The government aneacen: iy considered the problems of internal eeade and 
commerce, and the money to carry them on, as not comparable to the larger problems 


at hand. As a result, during the last decade of the eighteenth century, the coinage 


of the country deteriorated to a deplorable condition both as to quality and quantity- 


oan 1793, a commercial panic swept over England. Many bankers were 
ruined. In spite of meetings held all over the country pledging confidence in 
paper money, a general distrust of all banknotes arose, everyone procuring and 
retaining coin as far as possible. The government was making enormous demands 
on the Bank of England. An invasion of the country was hourly expected. Military 
and volunteer camps lined the coast. Farmers caught the panic and rushed their 
produce to market and sold it for any price, receiving notes in payment, and 
exchanging them for coin wherever possible. The Bank of England was taxed to 
the utmost. Its resources were so nearly exhausted, that, to save a national 


panic, the government finally acted. 


What they did was issue, as a stopgap measure, what might be considered 
the predecessor of our 1804 dollar. They took Spanish dollars of various dates 
found in the holds of vessels they had captured and had the Tower mint counter- 
mark them with a small punch of the Ring's head (George III) used at Goldsmith's 
Hall for marking silver plate. It was stamped on the neck of the portrait of | 


the Spanish king. A couplet at the time went as follows: 


"The Bank to make their Spanish Dollars pass, 


Stamped the head of a fool on the head of an ass." 


The issue was a disaster because imitations of the punch were surrep- 
titiously made and many ordinary Spanish dollars with a bullion value of 4 
shillings, 8 pence were unofficially stamped and thereby increased in value to 
4 shillings, 9 pence -- at the expense of the Bank of course. The next step 


was worse: A committee appointed by the king deemed it expedient to cease 


coining. Since this just contributed to the shortage, things went from bad 
to worse. In 1803, they tried the counterstamping again with the same results. 


So a new approach was dreamed up and our 1804 dollar came into being. 


ANNOUNCEMENT & MANUFACTURE | 


On May 12, 1804, a combination dollar “is announced, having the 

authoritative impress of the government on one side, and the Bank of England 

on the other -- the first time in the annals of English coinage that such a 
partnership had been displayed. His Majesty's head, and the inscription "Georgius 
III. Des Gratia Rex", was to adorn one side, and on the other was to be the 
figure of Britannia, with the words "Five Shillings Dollar, Bank of England, 1804". 
The design was by C. H. Kuchler. His initials are on the truncation of the por- 
trait of George III. It was, however, our old friend the Spanish dollar served 


in a new guise! 


A Mr. Matthew Boulton, of Soho, Sicuinehan, who had previously manu- 
factured copper coin for the government, erected very powerful machinery (more 
powerful, presumably, than that of the Tower mint) whereby he proposed by one 
stamp to efface the original impress of the old Spanish dollar and substitute the 


new design. 


This is the same Matthew Boulton (1728-1809) who produced silver plate 
of rarequality, and whose works are eagerly sought today as they are considered 
among the best specimens of the period in which he lived. His talents were not 


confined to silversmithing and-coining. During his lifetime he also became prom- 


inent in the fields of toy manufacturing, production of Sheffield plate, hardware, 
and precious metals foundry items. Perhaps of most significance to us is the 


fact that he assisted greatly in the development of Watts' steam engine. | 


Two million Spanish dollars were entrusted to Mr. Boulton to recoin. 
These were of different sizes in their original state, some were not round, and 
were a quarter of an inch in diameter larger than the others. However, in recoining 
them Mr. Boulton used a steel collar; in consequence of which all resulting pieces 


were round and precisely of the same diameter. 


Mr. Boulton did pretty well in effacing the original design but on 
careful inspection of some of the coins, faint tracings of the Spanish impres- 
sions may yet be discerned (Figure 2). In fact, on our piece there are enough 
points discernable to deduct that the original was a Charles IIII (not Charles IV) 
piece dated between 1791 and 1802 coined, not in Spain, but in Lima, Peru, S.A. 


Therefore, our 1804 dollar was at one time an "American" coin. 


TRACINGS OF EARLIER PIECE 


On the obverse through the letters GR of GRATIA may be seen the curved 
outline of the garment on the chest of the Spanish king (Figure 3). At the throat 
of the English king may be seen a mark into the field. This is the shoulder seam 


of the Spanish king's garment. (Figure 4) 


The reverse markings are even more informative (Figure 5). To the 
left of the castle crown, and about half way up are the bases of the letters 


RE of REX. The "dinge'' in the second from the left turret of the crown is in 


ee a 


reality the base of the left pillar on the original coin. In the field to 
the right of the crown is the curve of the ribbon around the pillar. Above the 


dinge is the lower part of the figure 8, and to its right, the letter R. 


The location of this ribbon angle with respect to the 8 and the R, is, 
I believe significant because it is usually under the R or between the 8 and the 
R. Only on the coins of Lima, Peru have I found it under the 8 as it is on the 
English coin. Unfortunately, the original mint mark has been obliterated but 
considering the spacing between the letters that are discernable it would 
appear that M (rather than a f or a B or other single character) would be 
appropriate. In any event this type of reverse rules out Spain itself as the 


place of origin and firmly established it as a Spanish colonial mint. 


ISSUANCE 


The new coin was issued on May 21, 1804. It was confident ly felt that 
Mr. Boulton's process would "totally prevent clandestine imitation". But alas! 
only a few days passed before they were counterfeited in large numbers. These 
we now know can be detected by 1) absence of original Spanish markings, 2) 
lower weight - 310 to 375 grains vs 416 to 468 grains, and 3) a rim along the 


center of the edge. -- And all this for a profit of little more than 4 pence each! 


The few people who had dollars hoarded them to the great inconvenience 
of the many. The difficulty in procurring change became greater and greater. 


From time to time the value of silver had risen, until at last the bullion 


exceeded the face value of the dollar. Under such circumstances they speedily 
found their way to the melting pot, in spite of all the pains and penalties 


enacted for the offense. 


REVALUATION 


Finally in 1811 the Bank revalued the dollar raising it from its face 
value of 5 shillings to 5 shillings and 6 pence -- a boost of 10%. The notice 


read as follows: 


Bank of England 


March 11, 1811 


BANK DOLLAR TOKENS 


Whereas the Price of Silver has risen so much since the first Issue 
of Bank poliar Tokens at 5 s. each, as now to make them worth more to be sold 
as Bullion than the Price at which they are current; and whereas it has been 
deemed expedient, at the Recommendation of the Right Honourable the Lords 
tit tae of Privy Council for Coin, in order to prevent their being withdrawn 
from Circulation, that an additional value nearly proportionate to that at 
which they were first issued, in relation to their intrinsic value, be now 
assigned to them, the Government and Company of the Bank of England do therefore 
hereby give Notice that they have given Orders to their Cashiers, and other 
Officers. from henceforth (until a public Notice to the Contrary of not less 
than six Months shall have been given), to receive all Bank Dollar Tokens 


tendered in Payment at the Bank, at the Rate of 5s. 6 d. each, instead of 5s. 


as heretofore; and to pay and to issue all such Bank Dollar Tokens as shall be 


paid or issued hereafter by them at the same Rate of 5s. 6d. each.

REACTION 


This extraordinary action by the Bank brought forth a variety of 


comments in the papers of the day. One said: 


'The Bank astonished the town not a little by its sudden and unexpected 
offer of 5s. 6d. for each of its own 5s. dollar tokens. It would excite still 
more astonishment if that Company would offer a similar premium of 6d. on the 
return of its one pound notes, or even agree to take them at par. With respect 
to the dollars, however, the Bank has already been outbid. A dealer in fancy 
ornaments in St. Martins Court had put up a large note in his window inscribed 


'pollars taken at 5s. 9d.' (In some cases as much as 6s. was offered)." 
The "Morning Chronicle" on March 18, 1811 said: 


"This experiment, for it is only an experiment, however gave a shock 


to public credit. . . Anything that unsettles the public mind as to credit is 
dangerous. . . And because stocks fell it was ignorantly ascribed to this 
manoeuvre." 


A writer to the "Statesman" said: 


"The dollars, I know, cost the Bank 4s. 1ld. each, but this is no 


excuse for attempting to abuse the public confidence by the measure in question."

SMALLER PRIVATE TOKENS 


The want of change smaller than the dollar was also most urgently 
felt and this led to the issue of private tokens of smaller denominations. They 
relate to our 1804 dollar in two ways. First, our dollar provided an excuse 
for their issuance and second, many of our dollars provided the raw material 


from which they were made. 


A writer of the day says: ". . . . Since Ministers (of the government ) 
have transferred to the Bank of England one of the perogatives of the Crown, 
that of coining, every other Bank, Banker, Agent, Merchant and Shopkeeper, has 
taken it for granted that an equal right of assuming royal perogative is the 


privilege of all . 


As a result numerous tradesmen, from all parts of the kingdom, issued 
their own "promises to pay". Some formed excellent advertisements, as well as 
being a profitable undertaking. On many it was announced they were issued 


"for the convenience of the trade". 


The demand for dollars including our 1804 for the manufacture of 
private tokens, which in many cases were marked "Spanish Dollar Silver", became 
so great that many were imported from the colonies, especially from the British 


West. Indies, much to the annoyance of the residents there. 


By this time, 1812, it seems everybody was mad at everybody else. 
War had begun again with the Americans and Canada was invaded. The minds of 
most Englishmen, however, were fixed on Spain and the war with France. Wellington 
was bogged down in Portugal. The Russians were sore at the French Army's visit 


to Moskow and Napolean had a heck of a time getting home. 


"Sa ae 


In the House of Commons, on Monday, April 27, 1812, the Right Hon. 
the Cancellor of the Exchequer Mr. Perceval announced that it was his intention 
shortly to bring forward a measure to check the circulation of the troublesome 
tokens. A fortnight later Mr. Perceval was shot dead in the lobby of the oars 


of Commons by John Bellingham, a bankrupt Liverpool broker. 


One of the results of all this agitation was the suppression of all 
tokens except those of the Banks of England and Ireland. But the damage had been 


done. Many of our 1804 dollars had ended up in the melting pot. 


In the meantime, counterfeiting was continuing. Even the French 
prisoners of war got into the act. There were 3,000 at Penicuik, 7,000 at 
Perth, 10,000 at Norman Cross, and many thousands at Dartmoor. Capt. Vanon 
Harris in his work "Dartmoor Prison, Past and Present" says that the prisoners 


there excelled in producing good imitations of the coins then in use. 


BAD TO WORSE 


Three years later, in November 1815 the metallic value of the dollar 
had fallen to 4s. 3d. and as the Bank was still accepting and issuing at 5s. 
6d., a great number of Spanish coins were cleverly altered to resemble the 
Bank dollar. On April 15th the Bank announced that although they would continue 


with this value, it would apply only to parcels of 8 dollars or more. 


By this time the minted silver of the realm had gotten into a shocking 
condition -- deficient in quantity and defective in quality. The restriction 


of Bank payments almost tied things into a knot! 


secs & ee 


In silver, only the most wretchedly thin and worn coins escaped the 
melting pot, and many foreign pieces were in circulation often so thin and 
effaced that it was almost impossible to identify them. Business could not 
stand still, and so had to be transacted where possible with the miserable 
coins available. In some cases, it wasn't possible. For example, in Westminster, 
pawnbrokers said that some people were starving because the brokers had no 
money to give them, and others could not redeem their pledges for want of aol: 

In Sunderland the 33rd Regiment had to be called out to quell a riot at grocers 
and flour dealers. A few years before, the scarcity of change had led to a 


riot at Stamford attended with acts of violence and killing. 


BEGINNING OF THE END 


Finally, in 1817 the government produced new silver. It had to be 
distributed in artillery train wagons under heavy military escort. This issue 
of new silver obviated the further use of the dollar which was now withdrawn 
from circulation. But the withdrawal was not without its troubles. In the 
first place the Bank announced a deadline for the exchange at 5s. 6d. This 
deadline was extended three times. On May 10, 1817 the Bank announced that 


henceforth the dollars would be accepted at only 5s. 

They were now back to face value after six years of higher value and 
hard use. But they weren't dead yet. 
WITHDRAWAL 


The. government issued notices on July 17 and 22, 1817, stating that 


after August 1, 1817, dollars could be exchanged at the Bank for gold, silver 


= 19>. 


or notes. These notices were repeated on December 3, 1817, and on February 
12, 1818, when they were sent to all postmasters requesting that they be posted in 


some public place in their respective towns. 


On March 19, 1818 an act was passed extending the legal circulation 
of the dollar until July 5, 1818,adding that after that date and until April 
of the next year they might be used for any payment resulting in the dollars 
being transmitted to the Bank. After July 5, 1818 they would be payable only 
at the Bank until March 25, 1820, after which they would simply carry their 


metallic value. 


The difficulty in withdrawing the dollars from circulation must have 
been very great, though information on the subject is difficult to obtain. 
When the Bank finally accounted to the House of Commons it was stated that from 
1804 to 1815 they had issued 4,457,649 pounds and that they redeemed 4,563,508 
pounds -- a difference of 105,859 pounds. Now considering the large number of 
genuine dollars that were lost, melted, and not presented for redemption, one 
can get an idea of the large number of forged dollars that must have been sent 


in,:= 


During the period we've been talking about acts were passed to try 
to intimidate the counterfeiter. The penalty was death. Nevertheless, between 


1805 and 1818 two hundred and seven lives were taken (many of them women). 
CONCLUSION 


So ends the story of our 1804 dollar. It had a strange birth, a 


stormy 16 year life, and a slow death.

Genuine pieces like ours are rather scarce now because st loss, 
melting, redemption, and withdrawal (Figure 6). In 1900, Mr. Maberly Phillips 
author of "The Token Money of the Bank of England" said: "Though most ready 
to assist in my investigation, the officials of the Bank of England have been 
unable to afford any information beyond what has appeared in public print, nor 


does the treasury of the "Old Lady" contain a single specimen." -- and that was 


seventy years ago! 


Thank you for listening to a tale which I think rivals that of another 


famous 1804 dollar.

September 1969 Meeting Report 


The regular monthly meeting of the WPNS with 12 members and ) 
visitors in attendance was held in the Carnegie Museum on Sept. 2, 1969 
at 8:00 p.m. and was called to order by John L. Knabenschuh, President, 
who then introduced and welcomed visitors Mr. & Mrs. Russell Rulav, of 
Sidney, Ohio. Other guests introduced by members were Mr. Laudo and 
Mr. E. P. Janusz. 

The mimutes of the August Social were given by Ray Byrne in the 
absence of the Secretary, and were approved as read. 

Reporting for the Library Committee, Ray Byrne indicated that 
reprints of articles on tokens appearing in Ihe Numismatist from 190), to 
date are being offered in book form by TAMS at 46.50. A booklet on 
coal company script, by Caldwell, has been released. 

Dr. Hudson reported that WPNS 1969-70 meeting programs have been 
printed on one side and that the printer has suffered personnel prob- 
lems, causing a delay in their delivery. 

Tt was moved and seconded that the invoice for WFNS membership in 
the Carnegie Society be paid. The motion was carried. 

Reporting informally on the 1969 ANA Convention in Philadelphia, 
Ray Byrne said that the exhibition area maintained the prestige and 
fraternal aspects of numismatics, but that other areas were less commend- 
able. The huge bourse was not well laid out, resulting in narrow, 


crowded aisles and poor accessability. Significant differences in criteria 


and techniques in judging of exhibits were noted. 

John Knabenschuh, commenting on the recent Canadian Numismatic 
Association convention in Ottawa noted that although the hotel facilities 
were well-appointed the commnications were grossly deficient. Exhibit 
rules had not been made known in advance and this reflected in the many 
disgruntled exhibitors. Spacing of bourse tables and access thereto were 
excellent. Although not in large volume, the foreign material offered 
good bargains to the alert and discriminating bidders. 

At request of Dr. Hudson, Program Chairman, introduction of the 
speaker of the evening was made by Ray Byrne, who presented Mr. Russell 
Rulat) of Sydney, Ohio, Editor of Werfd Coins and The Numismatic Scrapbook. 
Citing Sept. 1, 1939 as his start in numismatis with a handful of foreign 
coins from an aunt, Mr. Rula traced the development of his interests 
down through the years, with such areas as Japanese invasion money in 
World War II, crowns in 19)8, tokens, 195); and paper money, 1960. He 
introduced a new historical approach to numismatic articles, using the 
old precept of examining in detail the total numismatics of a geograph- 
ical area. This has been done in the first two of three articles 
published in the eaieantie Scrapbook on the numismatics of Montana, 
and covered such unusual items as checks, drafts, pay warrants, and 
ponds. It will continue in articles on Dark,Miami and Shelby counties: 
in West Central Ohio. Mr. Rulat gave a detailed historical sketch of 
the Sydney Printing and Publishing Co., from the inception of an early 
predecessor, the Shelby County Democrat newspaper of 187, through the 


contemporary three numismatic journals, Gun Week, Linn's Stamp News and 


sydney Daily News. 


John Knabenschuh sincerely thanked Mr. Rulaw@ in behalf of WHYS 
for his most comprehensive talk and the meeting closed with descriptions 


of individual numismatic displays by some members.

A new slate of officers of the Western Pennsylvania Numismatic Society 
for the forthcoming numismatic year was the main order of business at the 
June 3rd meeting in the Carnegie Museum, Pittsburgh, Glenn A. Mooney, President, 
presiding. 


Elected for July 1969-1970 were: John Le Knabenschuch, President;

(2nd term); William y. Hunter, Jr., Curator (2nd term). Annual reports 
presented by the outgoing officers reviewed the progress of the Society over 
the past year in increased membership, increased meeting attendance, and 
presentation of excellent monthly meeting talks on schedule by Society members.

WESTERN PENNSYLVANIA NUMISMATIC SOCIETY 
REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT - JUNE 3, 1969 
The Society's By-Laws' requirement of the Annual Presidential report 
affords the opportunity of appraising the Society's performance with respect 
to its primary constitutional objective ". . . the promotion of Numismatic 
Science". During the past year, the Society's performance in this regard was 


superb. Consider these developments -- all within the last year: ; 


- Not many societies can claim that one of its members was appointed 
by the President of the United States to serve on the U.S. Assay 
Commission. And no other society can claim that their member was 


elected as Chairman of that Commission. 


- Another member of the Society was chosen to serve on a Numismatic 
Forum in the nation's capital. The panel was made up of the Director 
of the Mint, the Curator of the National Numismatic Collections of 
the Smithsonian Institute, the Director of the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing, and some of the nation's outstanding numismatists. 


- What other society can claim that nine (9) of its members are on 
the numismatic staff of an outstanding museum? ‘Three of these received 


their appointments during the last year. 


- What other society can claim that one of its members during the last 
year was appointed as Curator of the National Collection of a foreign 


government? 


- Not many societies are engaged in programs of numismatic research of 


the magnitude and complexity of our Allegheny County project. 


- No other numismatic group in the world, at age 91, has been as active, 
as dignified, and as productive as the Western Pennsylvania Numismatic 
Society has been within the last year. 


Programs and Exhibits. There were eleven talks, papers and commentaries 
On a variety of numismatic, or numismatically related subjects. Many of these 
were noted in the press and in many instances photographs of members accompanied 
the articles. 


At the annual dinner meeting,the society was privileged to hear an outstanding 
illustrated talk on "Exploring the Lost World" by Mr. Lawrence C. Wolfe, an accom- 
plished architect and a member of the expedition to Angel Falls, Venezuela. 


In addition, a social meeting and buffet featuring a talk by Mrs. 
Baldinger on "Foods of the World" was well attended and favorably received -- 
particularly by the wives of members. 


At each of the thirteen meetings of the society, a variety of exhibits, 
ranging from patterns to paper, tokens to tributes, and counters to catalogues, 


were shown and described by individual members. 


Members and Memberships. A year ago it was reported that never in the history 
of the Society had members participated in so many activities as they had during 
the previous year. Even that level was surpassed during the last year. More 
national honors were received. The average attendance at meetings increased. Mem- 
bers have served on more committees and have talked to more groups than has been the 


case in recent years. 


Three new members were admitted and one lost through death. The latter, Mr. 
Edward L. Oschman, was an active member in every sense of the word. In September 
of last year he addressed the society on one of his specialties, "Pittsburgh". 
Throughout the year, until his untimely death on January 3, 1969, he chaired 
the society's committee on the survey of numismatic material of Allegheny County, 
and conducted personal research on many pieces uncovered in the survey. He also 


was serving on the Membership and Auditing Committees. 


There were no suspensions, withdrawals, or resignations. 


The Numismatic Survey, The project, a survey of numismatic material of 
Allegheny County, had been untaken by the Society during the previous year and 
progress had been made to the beginning of the past year. For example, 420 pieces 
had been catalogued. Since that time, the program has accelerated and about 900 
pieces are now included. In addition, considerable research material has been 
accumulated on many of the pieces. Upon the death of Mr. Oschman, Mr. Raymond 
A. Byrne agreed to direct this undertaking. 


During the last year much work was done by our Curator in checking details, 
obtaining new data-processing cards, improving the programs, and producing new 
computer runs. Meanwhile, new introductory and supplementary information was 


being developed. 


The project is now approaching the point where the end result can be 
visualized. But there is much work yet to be done. Such issues as photography, 
final foremat, and completed research must be resolved. It is recommended that 


the Society continue aggressively with this project in the coming year. 


Administration. Your president presided at all thirteen regular meetings 
of the Society and one Executive Committee meeting during the year. He counter- 
signed all expenditures ordered by the Society. He attended several meetings of 
the Numismatic Survey Committee. 


The financial condition of the Society is sound. Expenses on behalf of 
the project have continued to be more than offset by economics. Again this year, 
as last, the printing of special society stationery was ommitted. 


There were a number of private donations to the Society's cabinet and to 
material available for auction. To those individuals the Society owes its thanks. 
The gratitude of the Society is also in order in the case of the Carnegie Museum 
for providing meeting space and facilities during the year, and to Mellon National 
Bank for the use of their computer on the project. 


Conclusion: Your Society, therefore, experienced a prosperous and profitable 
year in funds, in activities, in recognition, in the cabinet, in member interest, 
and in stature. The traditions and stability of the Society have been maintained 
and strengthened. 


in this last regard, since this constitutes your presidents' farewell report, 
it is pointed out that at the beginning of his first term, two years ago, this 
was one of his stated objectives -- the strengthening of the traditions,stature, 
and stability of the Society. He was fortunate in having an energetic and depend- 
able Vice President, a dedicated and efficient Secretary-Treasurer, a resourceful 
and persistant Curator, six willing and productive committee chairmen, and the 
cooperation of all the active members of the society. He is most appretiative 
of the assistance, guidance, advice, and efforts of each of these individuals. 


It is pointed out that in only G-1/2 years the centennial anniversary year 
of the founding of the Society will begin. It is not too early to make plans for 


an appropriate and meaningful celebration.

Meeting Report 
WESTERN PENNSYLVANIA NUMISMATIC SOCIETY 
ANA CL39 


The March 7th meeting of the Western Pennsylvania Numismatic Society 
in the Carnegie Museum, Pittsburgh, was attended by nine members, Vice 
President Glenn A. Mooney presiding. Heavy snows foreed the substitution 
of a two-part standby program arranged by our Program Chairman, Richart To 
Foleyo An Australian paper was reed and a short=notice talk on some 600 
different displayed pieces of German porcelains was given. 

WPNS Secretary John L, Knabenscliuh read the paper "The Invention of 
Coinage", by R. D. Sansom, Jro, Vice President of the Austrelian Numismatic 
Society, from the Jarmary 1967 Report of the Australian Numismatic Society. 
This comprehensive survey traced the product barter system, with units of 
sheep or oxen, through the use of metal castings simulating animal hides 
to the eventual introduction, in 680 B.C. of official coinage by King Gyges 
of Lydia, in Asia Minor with later similar types elsewhere, Sansom points 
out that during this development two key discoveries were responsible for 
the evolution of a system of coinage. Because of its attributes of lasting 
brightness and malleability, gold was highly prized by the ancients. Coupled 
with its relative scarcity gold thus became the metal that represented the 
most worth by weight. The invention of the weight balance gave impetus to 
the growth of a trade based more and more on the use of metals by weight 

to facilitete the marketing of goods and services. Eventually the bits of 
metel were stamped with weight certification marks and the seal of the issuing 


authority to reduce the need for a balance at every business transactiono 


Coins of electrum, a naturally-occurring amalgum of silver and gold 
were used, but because of the varying proportions of the metals, it was a 
problem material from the outset. Stampings in the metal to certify the 
composition were of real help in the use of electrum es a doinage mediumo 
King Croesus of Lydia, in his third coinage issue ca 560 B.C. improved the 
situation by having the gold end silver separated by smelting, and coins 
made in each of thew metals in a value ratio of ten in silver equal to 
one in gold. | 

These little-publicized factors leading to development of the more 
familiar ancient coinages provided mich discussion following the reading. 
The paper wes thoroughly appreciated and enjoyed. 

Member Jo William Ross displayed and described some 600 different pieces 
of Meissen and Dresden ceramie coins and metals from the former collection 
of T. James Clarke of Jamestown, N.Y. Originating in Germany during World 
War I as a substitute for critical war metals, porcelain usage caught on 
for medals because of the beautiful possible milti-colored styling not 
obtainable in conventional metallic art. Bill explained that these pieces 
are formed in 4 press while pliable and then fired to produce the charace 
teristic hardness and hues. After a light firing, gilding or other trim 
colors are applied, and the final firing is made. We learned among other 
things that the white pieces are typically smaller than the reddish ones3 
that those having blue or green are scarce styles; that the black ones are 
from Coblentz and are made of ceramic infused with coal dust; that crossed 
swords is the halimark of Meissen, and that medalets continue to be made

Announcement of the passage of the Bill was, oddly enough, by press release 
on April 5th. Ray Byrne indicated that recent talks with Mr. Art Sipe, 

ANA lst Vice President, carried an air of pessimism, since the Bill, although 
passed by Senate seemed doomed for “pigeon-holing" by the House for the 
remainder of this session of Congress. The design was chosen with difficulty 
from many beautiful entries by noted American designers. The medal is 

unique in being the first one to be struck by the United States Mint to 
commemorate 4 Numismatic event. We know this medal will be highly prized 
and a credit to American numismatic art. 


Byrne further indicated that the ANA has petitioned the Treasury Department 
for the reduction of the selling price of proposed proof coin sets from 

$7 to a more realistic $5. This request was made to help foster interest 
in the newer and less affluent collector in this area of numismatics. 


Program Chairman R. Foley awarded an ANA certificate to John L. Knabenschuh 
for his March meeting presentation, one hour, "Ships on Currency”. ~ 


Member Glenn E. Otterman, Sr. presented "Coinage of George III", a twenty- 
five minute talk and coin slide presentation of numismatics during this 
reign as well as interesting vignettes in the life of this monarch of the 
period of American Independence. Glenn's biography of George III covered 
the inadequate education and mother-domination of the young men who became 
King at age 22. Crucial wars with France and the American Colonies were 
to occupy much of his 59 year reign. 


During this period of strife some forty-nine issues of coinage are recorded. 
The designs covered a wide variety of portraiture of this haughty-appearing 
monarch and were used on coins, playing counters, store cards and medals in 
gold, silver, copper and brass. Probably the most familiar George III 
pieces are those brasses based on the gold "Spade" guinea design. (These 
used to appear now and then in the longed-for "junk boxes" of a few years 
ago). These game counters and store cards frequently showed George in the 
famous held high and haughty nose pose. 


Gienn described the numismatic similarities of the latter part of the 
eighteenth century English coinage to the United States today. King George 
was also plagued by a severe coin shortage, which was caused by war demands, 
gold shipment problems, and a shortage of coin metals. The resulting 
series of famous half-penny tradesmen's, or provincial tokens fell into 
short supply, since their interesting different designs gave rise to a 
"national pastime” of token-collecting by affluent society. These collec- 
tions were probably the source of the present day well-preserved specimens 
of this interesting by-product of George's monetary headaches. 


Glenu Otterman'’s talk certainly shed lots of mumismatic light on this 
period of the King known to many from their grammar school days as simply 
“The King of England".

Secretary's Annual Report 


June 1, 1905 


As provided for by the Constitution and By-Laws of the Western Pennsylvania Numismatic 
Society, the duties of your Secretary are miltifarious and multitudinous. 


Article II, paragraph 3. requires the following of the Secretary: 


a. "=---shall keep correct minutes of all meetings of the Soclety----." 
The meetings during the past year have been tape recorded in toto. The 
minutes have been accurately and completely transcribed from these 
recordings. The programs from each meeting have been trans-recorded on 
one tape, indexed, and are available for future use. The minutes of 
the previous meeting have been presented by tape at each meeting, 
exactly as transcribed. 


It should be noted that the By-Laws require that the minutes be kept 
"in books provided for the purpose". They have not been so kept, as 
no books were provided. Typewritten,dated and signed minutes entitled 
"Secretary's Report" do exist however. 


bd. "=---he shall keep the accounts between the Society and its members----". 
The accounting of all Society monies is completely covered in the monthly 
Treasurer's Reports. Appended hereto is a list of a11 Soclety members 
showing the status of thelr dues. 


At the beginning of the year there wore 22 delinquent mombers with » total 
delinquency of $28.00. At present there 15 only one member delinquent nnd 
he has been so for three years. In accordance with the Py-Lews, it will. 
be recommended at tonight's meeting that he be suspended. 


For information, the 1965-66 dues become due and payable tonight. WNine- 
teen members are involved and will be so advised under "New Business”. 


ce, "“-=--he shall receive all money due the Society, and shall pay it over 
' to the Treasurer taking his receipt for the same----". As your Secretary 
is also your Treasurer, this additional bookkeeping was ignored. 


da. "s=--shall notify all members of the time and place of meetingo---~"'. 
Stx hundred and eleven meeting notice postcards were hand addressed ae 
matled with appropriate setations concerning delinquent dues, program 
changes and election of Hssi members. : ' 
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Co te eee shall attest the President's approval of expenditures ordered 
= by the Society". This formality has been complied with in thet all 

disbursements have been by check, all checks being signed by both 
the President and the Secretary-Treasurer. 


So much for the statutory duties of the office. The By-Laws do not recognize that 
correspondence may be necessary to the proper functioning of the Goclety. In lieu 
of such designation of duties the funetion has evolved on the Secretary. During the 
past year there have been 100 pieces of outgoing correspondence prepared. ond. moiled 
and 201 pieces of incoming correspondence have been received and acted upon. 


Now for some statistics: During the past year there were thirteen meetings, eleven 
regular, the Social and the Dinner Meeting. Total attendance has been 224 plus 85 
guests. Total attendance at regular meetings has been 181 plus 34 guests, or an 

average of 10.5 members and 3 guests per meeting. September was the best attended 
meeting with 20 and July the worst with 13. Attendance was not recorded by name at 

the September meeting so the following statistics are in error by the unknowns of that 
meeting. Of the ten recorded regular meetings Messers. Knabenschuh and Otterman nttended 
all, Messers. Foley, lunter and Sloss all but one, and Messers. Byrne, Dodrill and Woodside 
all but two. Messers. Byrne, Foley, Goddy, Knabenschuh and Nelson exhibited at every 
meeting which they attended. ‘Twenty-five of the 57 members on the rolls, or Wh, did 
not attend any of the regular meetings. 


Your Secretary spent 82-3 /h hours during the past year preparing for, and reporting on 
Society business. 


Three new members were elected during the year. Seven members presented programs 

during the year with Mr. Byrne presenting two. Six members were unable to present 
their scheduled talks. Nine ANA Educational Awards were presented by the Soctety 

during the year. 


In this regard, it should be noted that there were 116 items of publicity nmbout the 
WPNS or its members during the past year. I should like to point out at this time that 
the By-Laws, Article ITI, paragraph 1 require that a standing Publicity Committee be 
appointed the duties of which, in part, are that they "-----~ shall, wherever possible, 

‘bring to public attention the activities of the Society----". As no such committee has 
been appointed in recent years, this function has wrongly been assumed by the Secretary. 
It is therefore requested that the newly elected President appoint an active Publicity 
Committee to discharge this and their other assigned duties as your Secretary is unable 
to continue to fulfill this assumed task. 


While on the subject of publicity, I would like to single out our retiring President 

Mr. Raymond A. Byrne for particular mention. It 1s largely due to his activities during 
the past year that our publicity figure stands so high. Amomhis more notable accomplish- 
ments are the following: Won the Heath Literary Award for 1904, won the Henry Christensen 
Award for the best Latin Americ Exhibit at the 1964 ANA Convension, wrote and had pub- 
lished numerous articles, two of which were printed in three issues of WORLD COINS and 
one in the Carnegie Magazine, appointed to the Heath Literary Awards Committee for 195, 
and presently leading the field by a large margin as a candidate for the 1965 ANA 

Board of Governors. Wihtout a doubt Ray has been the WPNS "Numismatist of the Year".

One last set of statistics. Article I, paragraph 1 of the By-Laws specify that 
"The regular meeting shall be held the first Tuesday of each month at 7:30 P.M." 
The earliest a meeting was started during the past year was 5:00 P.M., the latest 
8:40. The average starting time was 8:21 P.M. 


As pointed out above, there are numerous divergences from the By-Laws, some com- 
pletely ignored, some slightly bent. Tor this reason 1t 1s recommended that the 
newly elected President appoint a Committee to study, revise, and propose 9 new 
set of By-Laws which are updated to reflect the present conduct of the Society's 
business.
